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1. Claims 11-16, 18 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Cahill et al. for reasons of record and for reasons given below. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed October 21 , 2002 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicants argue that the surface of Cahill's protective layer may be 
provided with a matt surface that would preclude achieving a glossy surface. This is not 
persuasive since providing a matt surface is optional and since one of ordinary skill in 
the art would not have taken the steps described by Cahill et al. for achieving a matt 
surface is a gloss surface was desired. 

In addition, applicants argue that it would not have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to choose embossed metal as the support or as part of a 
laminated support from the many types of supports disclosed by the reference in order 
to achieve a decorative glossy image. The examiner disagrees. It is conventionally 
known in producing decorative articles, including printed articles, that use of a metal 
layer will produce a reflective effect (e.g. a mirror) and that an embossed metal layer will 
scatter the reflected light resulting in a decorative effect. One of ordinary skill in the art 
would have expected there to be differences in resulting media based upon the support 
used to form the media. All differences that are attributable to well known and 
conventional effects produced by the disclosed supports would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art.
